‘Now that the big war is over it is to 
be hoped that Uncle Sam will sit up and 
take notice of what is going on down 
in Mexico, for that situation is getting 
just about intolerable to American citi- 
‘zens. Our people are being run out of 
the country and thei) property con- 
fiscated, and this has been going on for 
years, with no redress whatever to those 
thus abused, robbed and insulted. Every 
American citizen is entitled to protection 
from such wrongs, no matter where he is, 
and while we are strong for Wilson and 
his administration, in most things, the 
policy of ‘‘watchfal waiting’ as to 

- Mexico has long ago got to be worse than 
a joke. 

The editor of the News happens to be 
personally interested in this matter, in 
addition to being interested as a patriotic 

“American citizen. Ten , years ago we 
invested $20,000 cash in silver mines in 
the state of Sonora, ‘Mexico, and put in* 
more thousands in improvements, five of 
us making up a pot of $100,000 cash, 
which we paid for the mines and their 
development. We mined it for a while, 
packing the ore 110 miles from La Dura 
to Hermocilla and thence shipping it 
It is a 
good mine and we were making money, 
when the Diaz revolution broke out. The 
Mexiegans killed eight of our men and we 
got scared about getting into ‘trouble 
with thé government and shut the mine 
It has been closed down ever 
since and we have not been able to get 
within hundreds of miles of it without 


{| . telting our life in our hands and petting 


‘killed. Our last information about thes 
property was that the buildings had been | 
. burned and the’ machinery destroyed. We 


* were working a hundred Mexican miners 


on it at the time of shutting down. It is 
a rich and very valuable mine; we bought 
it and paid. the cash, and yet are’ not 
-allowed to work it or get anywhere near 
it without being murdered. What kind 
of protection for an American citizen from 
his government is that? 

The following from the Oakland Post, 
along the same lines, is true and inter- 


“Suppose that fifty citizens of Great Britain 
should purchase oj] land,in California, receive 
deeds. to it and spend a considerable sum of 
money. in developing the property only to be 

. driven off the land by soldiers of the United 
States Army, acting under orders from Wash- 
ington—what would be the result? 

“How long would it be before Great Britain 
would demand an accounting? How long would 


that empire wait for satisfaction before sending 


her huge armada to American shorés? ; 

“As a matter of fact no nation would tolerate 
such abuse of its nationals in this country, But 
citizens of the United States have been driven, 
like cattle, from land they bought in Mexico, 
and the drivifig has been done by soldiers of 
the. established government of Mexico! 

“Say whatever you will about the way the 
British government treats some of its own peo- 
ple, you must admit that it does compel other, 
governments to respect all the rights of its 
nationals. 

“That much can not be said of the government 


of the United States. For years it has prmitted 4 


Mexicans—representatives of the established gov- 
ernment.as well as confessed bandits—to murder 
Americans at will. 

“Killing of ‘gringoes’ has become a habit. In
